sonable to suppose that any for 
eign child who reaches Grack 
VIII. in our schools will have by 
that time become a good Canad 
ian, yet it would be a pity—even 
a calamity—if our own Canad. 
ian and British born children of 
today should be -handicapped 
when entering into competition 
with foreign men and women a 
few years hence, simply because 
they dit not take atvantage of 
the educational opportunities of 
today.
